NOTES    AND    NEWS. 

Free  Popular  Lectures. — The  following  note  on  the  Free 
Lectures,  which  have  been  delivered  in  connection  with  the 
Libraries,  is  taken  from  the  Islington  Gazette : — 

"There  are  very  many  residents  of  Firisbury  who  will  bemoan 
the  fate  of  the  "  free,  popular  lecture"  movement  in  this  borough. 
After  being  carried  on  for  three  winter  seasons,  and  most  success- 
fully from  every  point  of  view  except  in  regard  to  the  difficulty 
that  eventually  arose  over  the  expenditure  for  printing  and  for  the 
lantern  by  which  the  lectures  were  illustrated — the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  upholding  the  action  of  the  district  auditor  in 
disallowing  the  further  expenditure  of  money  out  of  the  library  rate 
for  that  purpose — such  lectures  are  not  to  be  given  again.  When 
the  Libraries  Committee  found  themselves  confronted  with  this 
difficulty  of  finance,  the  matter  was  eventually  referred  to  a  sub- 
committee with  a  view  to  formulating  a  scheme  for  the  continuance 
of  the  lectures  as  a  voluntary  undertaking,  but  the  efforts  in  this 
direction  proved  futile,  and  the  lectures,  as  I  have  explained,  are 
with  us  no  longer  except  in  memory. 

During  the  period  of  three  seasons,  twenty-two  of  these  lectures 
were  delivered,  attracting  a  total  attendance  of  ii,ooo.  This  gives 
an    average   audience   of  500,   of  course,   and,   according    to    the 
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committee,  is  an  attendance  far  in  excess  at  similar  lectures  given 
in  any  other  London  borough.  And  these  were  lectures,  too,  of 
great  educational  value,  some  being  on  subjects  that  would 
enlighten  vast  numbers  of  Londoners  on  historical  facts  concerning 
their  native  city.  Now  these  are  "no  more;  "  primarily,  because 
the  Local  Government  Board  will  not  permit  of  the  "  princely" 
amount  of  something  like  a  dozen  pounds  per  season  being  taken 
out  of  the  library  rate  for  expenses  of  the  kind  to  which  I  have 
referred  ;  and,  secondly,  because  an  effort  to  formulate  a  scheme  to 
meet  this  necessary  expenditure  by  voluntary  subscriptions  came  to 
nought. 

According  to  Councillor  Randall,  the  Chairman  of  the  Libraries 
Committee,  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  the  Local  Government 
Board  to  permit  of  the  liquidating  of  this  expense  out  of  the  rate  in 
question,  but  there  is  a  rule  which  decrees  that  neither  for  lectures 
nor  concerts  must  expenditure  be  so  met.  Here,  at  any  rate,  there 
seems  a  good  case  for  *'  reform,"  and  in  a  fight  for  it  no  doubt  vast 
numbers  of  Municipal  Reformers  and  Progressives,  and  members 
of  other  Parties  for  the  matter  of  that,  would  readily  combine."

NOTES    AND    NEWS. 

In  a  Library  where  access  to  the  shelves  is  perfectly  free,  it  is 
essential  that  the  books  should  be  so  arranged  and  the  classification 
be  so  exact,  that  even  the  most  inexperienced  reader  may  at  once 
find  the  required  volume  after  consulting  the  catalogue. 

The  scheme  at  present  in  use  is  known  as  the  Adjustable 
Classification,  and  was  adopted  in  1898,  but  owing  to  its  inadequate 
treatment  of  important  subjects,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  long  past 
reached  its  limit  of  adjustability,  and  requires  constant  revision,  it 
has  become  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  some  new  and 
comprehensive  scheme  of  arrangement.  After  careful  study  of  the 
various  methods  at  present  in  use,  the  Library  of  Congress  Scheme 
of  Classification  has  been  adopted. 

The  general  plan  consists  of  a  letter  and  number  arrangement — 
the  primary  letter  indicating  main  groups  af^  follows: — 

A.  General  works.  Polygraphy  ;  B.  Philosophy  and 
Religion;  C.  History — Auxiliary  Sciences;  D.  History 
and  Topography  (except  America.)  E.  History  and 
Topography,  America ;  F.  History  and  Topography, 
America,  Local;  G.  Geography — Anthropology;  H.  Social 
science;  J.  Political  science;  K.  Law;  L.  Education; 
M.  Music;  N.  Fine  Arts;  P.  Language  and  literature; 
Q.  Science;  R.  Medicine;  S.  Agriculture  —  plant  and 
animal  industry;  T.  Technology;  U.  Military  science; 
V.  Naval  science;  Z.  Bibliography; 
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To  these  main  letters  are  attached  secondary  letters  indicating 
tlie  greater  sub-division,  e.g.,  BD.  Metaphysics  ;  CJ.  Numismatics; 
DS.  History  and  topography  of  Asia;  HC.  Economic  History; 
ML.  Music  literature  ;  MT.  Music  instruction  ;  NC.  Graphic  Arts  ; 
QD.  Chemistry;  SK.  Hunting;  TP.  Chemical  Technology. 

The  sub-divisions  of  these  main  classes  are  provided  for  by 
numbers  and  permit  of  the  utmost  expansion. 

This  new  system  has  been  applied  to  Music,  Musical  Literature, 
and  theory  of  music,  each  volume  receiving  a  specific  symbol  and 
number.  The  next  sections  to  be  re-classified  are  Fine  arts  and 
Technology,  and  the  work  will  be  carried  on  without  interruption 
or  inconvenience  to  the  readers. 

As  each  book  is  re-classified  it  will  be  re-catalogued  and  new 
subject  cards  compiled.  These  cards  will  be  inserted  in  the  public 
card-catalogue  in  the  Central  Lending  Department,  and  by  gradual 
insertion  and  substitution,  a  complete  and  authoritative  catalogue 
of  the  collection  will  be  gradually  formed.

— The  number  of  registered  borrowers  at  31st  March, 
1911,  was  3,590. 

Issues  of  Books. — During  the  year  there  were  issued  from  the 
Libraries  184,885  volumes,  being  a  decrease  of  233  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  issue  during  1910-11  was  the 
second  highest  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The  marked 
increase  in  the  issue  of  non-fictional  literature  affords  ample 
evidence  of  the  great  advance  which  the  Libraries  are  making  in 
promoting  reading  of  an  educational  character.

Replacements. — 140  volumes  have  been  purchased  to  replace 
popular  works  of  fiction  which,  through  constant  use,  had  become 
unfit  for  further  circulation,  while  25  were  lost  or  damaged  by 
borrowers,  and  new  copies  purchased  at  their  expense. 

Binding  and  Repairs. — 753  volumes  have  been  rebound  during  the 
year,  whilst  minor  repairs  to  the  books  in  the  stock  of  the  various 
departments  have  been  executed  by  the  staff. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  News  and  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  a 
most  useful  factor  in  the  work  of  the  institution.  It  is  estimated 
that  more  than  2,500  persons  visit  these  rooms  daily  to  consult  the 
newspapers,  directories,  periodicals,  and  trade  journals.

£j^  8s.  8d.  for  1910-11,  a  saving  of  ;^i22  15s.  6d.  in  outlay  for  a 
much  improved  service. 

Donations.— The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  cordially 
tendered  to  the  numerous  donors  for  various  gifts  of  books, 
periodicals,  local  prints,  &c.,  received  during  the  year.  In  particular 
the  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
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gift  of  Ten  Guineas  from  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Skinners  to 
strengthen  the  music  section  attached  to  the  Central  Lending 
Library. 

The  Committee  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  inviting  the 
co-operation  of  residents  in  the  Borough  in  building  up  the  Local 
Section.  Donations  of  books,  maps,  photographs,  old  deeds  or  other 
documents  relating  to  Clerkenwell,  Charterhouse,  St.  Sepulchre,  and 
St.  Luke,  also  works  by  authors  connected  with  the  Borough  of 
Finsbury  will  be  much  appreciated. 

In  reviewing  the  record  of  the  past  year,  the  Committee  consider 
it  a  matter  for  congratulation  to  know  that  the  book  issues  have 
been  so  well  maintained,  as  throughout  the  year,  owing  to  the 
diminished  yield  of  the  Library  rate,  ic  has  been  necessary  to 
retrench,  and  in  consequence  the  expenditure  for  new  books  has 
been  much  lower  than  in  previous  years.  It  is  gratifying  to  note, 
however,  that  the  year  has  been  completed  with  a  small  balance  in 
favour  of  the  Committee.

NOTES    AND    NEWS. 

The  Finsbury  Public  Library  Lectures.  To  those  who  attended 
the  Free  Popular  Lectures  arranged  by  the  Public  Libraries  Committee 
for  several  seasons  in  the  past,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  they  are 
being  continued  this  Winter.  Owing  to  the  decision  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  which  forbade  any  further  expenditure  for  this 
purpose  out  of  the  Library  Rate,  a  Library  Lecture  Committee  has 
been  formed,  consisting  of  Members  of  the  Public  Libraries  Com- 
mittee, who  will  carry  on  the  work  of  organizing  the  Lectures,  and 
the  expenses  will  be  met  by  voluntary  contributions. 

The  Lectures  have  in  the  past  proved  of  great  educational  value, 
and  the  residents  of  Finsbury  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  decision 
of  the  Lectures  Committee  to  continue  this  most  useful  work  during 
the  winter  months.  The  session  opened  at  the  Finsbury  Town 
Hall  on  Wednesday,  8th  November,  when  Mr.  H.  W.  Fincham,  a 
member  of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  and  of  the  Lecture 
Committee,  delivered  his  popular  lantern  lecture  entitled  "  A 
Ramble  in  old  Clerkenwell."  On  this  occasion  every  seat  in  the 
large  Hall  was  occupied,  and  there  were  many  of  the  audience  who 
could  find  standing  room  only.  Being  a  purely  local  lecture,  the 
interest  of  the  large  audience  was  very  keen,  and  the  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Lecturer,  proposed  by  the  chairman,  Mr.  Councillor  H.  B. 
Barton,  the  present  Mayor  of  Finsbury,  was  carried  with  enthusiasm. 
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On  Wednesday,  December  13tli,  Mr.  F.  G.  Newmarch  delivered  a 
most  interesting  and  instructive  lantern  lecture  describing  his  travels 
and  adventures  in  Algeria  and  the  Sahara.  In  spite  of  the  bad 
weather  and  the  near  approach  of  Christmas,  the  audience  was 
large  and  a})preciative.

The  present  number  of  the  "  Quarterly  Guide  for  Readers " 
forms  a  Handbook  of  Information  relating  to  the  Public  Library 
system  of  the  Metropolitan  Borough  of  Finsbury. 

The  Central  Library.     Telephone  102  City. 

Situation.  The  Central  Library  is  situated  at  the  corner  of 
Skinner  and  Whiskin  Streets,  Clerkenwell. 

Newsroom  : — Open  to  the  public  each  week-day  (except  such  as  are 
public  holidays)  from  8  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  No  introduction  or 
guarantee  is  required,  the  only  stipulation  being  that  those  who 
use  the  department  shall  observe  the  Rules  and  Regulations  in 
force.  In  this  room  are  displayed  the  principal  London  daily 
and  weekly  newspapers,  together  with  a  large  selection  of  the 
best  literary,  scientific  and  trade  periodicals.  Lists  of  these 
are  posted  in  the  Entrance  Lobby  and  also  in  the  room.  Any 
further  information  may  be  obtained  of  the  Borough  Librarian 
or  his  Assistants. 

Reading  Room  :— This  is  situated  on  the  first  floor,  and  is  open  to 
the  public  each  week-day  (except  such  as  are  public  holidays) 
from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  ;  and  on  Sundays  from  3  to  9  p.m.  from 
October  to  May  inclusive.  Here  are  kept  the  principal 
magazines  and  reviews,  railway  time  tables,  directories,  &c. 
A  table  for  the  use  of  ladies  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
room,  and  on  this  are  displayed  journals  of  special  interest  to 
them. 

Reference  Library  : — This  is  situated  on  the  first  floor,  and  is  open 
to  the  public  each  week-day  (except  such  as  are  public  holidays) 
from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. ;  and  on  Sundays  from  3  to  9  p.m.  from 
October  to  May  inclusive. 


11^  FiNsBURY  Public   Libraries. 


It  contains  9,000  works  of  reference  in  all  classes  of 
literature,  and  1,000  works,  principally  dictionaries  of  languages, 
encyclopaedias,  technical  and  scientific  works  are  placed  on  open 
shelves  for  the  use  of  students  and  general  readers. 

This  department  also  contains  a  collection  of  books  on 
Watchmaking,  Metal  working,  Jewellery,  Designing,  Costume, 
Optical  Trades,  and  also  a  large  and  increasing  library  of  books, 
maps,  prints,  &c.,  relatmg  to  the  history  and  topography  of  the 
Borough.  In  addition,  any  work  in  the  Lending  Library, 
except  fiction  or  works  in  circulation,  may  be  had  for  consul- 
tation in  the  Reference  Library  on  application  on  the  forms 
provided  for  this  purpose. 

The  Committee  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  residents  and 
others  engaged  in  the  Borough  to  the  great  value  of  the  Reference 
Library  as  an  aid  to  industrial,  commercial,  literary  and  scientific 
pursuits  or  studies,  and  would  point  out  that  by  its  help  a  very 
large  number  of  designers,  students,  and  persons  in  search  of 
general  information  have  been  assisted  in  their  studies. 

Lending-  Library : — This  department  is  situated  on  the  right  of  the 
entrance  lobby,  and  is  open  for  the  issue  and  return  of  books 
daily  (Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted)  from  10.30  a.m.  to 
9  p.m. 

This  department  contains  nearly  18,000  volumes,  in 
every  branch  of  literature,  and  also  a  good  collection  of  works 
suited  to  the  requirements  of  Gold  and  Silversmiths,  Opticians, 
Bookbinders,  Printers,  Watch  and  Clock  Makers,  Electrical 
Engineers,  and  other  skilled  artisans  residing  or  working  in  the 
district. 

Juvenile  Lending  Library  and  Reading  Room. — A  special  room 
is  provided  for  the  exclusive  use  of  children  and  is  open  daily 
from  5  to  9  p.m. 

On  the  walls  are  placed  pictures  depicting  notable  events 
in  the  history  of  England,  large  scale  maps,  illustrations  of  the 
Royal  Standard,  the  Union  Jack  and  a  Genealogical  chart  of 
English  sovereigns,  showing  the  descent  of  each  house  and 
giving  portraits  of  all  monarchs.  On  each  picture  has  been 
mounted  a  list  of  the  available  literature  dealing  with  the  period 
or  locality.  These  lists,  giving  information  concerning  nearly 
200  works,  will  prove  exceedingly  helpful  to  children  studying 
Geography,  or  the  history  of  any  particular  period. 
The  Juvenile  Lending  Library  contains  a  carefully  selected  stock 
of  2,700  volumes  in  all  branches  of  literature,  available  for 
home  reading. 
The  works  in  this  department  have  been  catalogued  and  published 
under    the    Title    of     "  Descriptive    Handbook    to    Juvenile 
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Literature,"  and  in  order  to  bring  the  work  within  the  reach  of 
every  child,  the  Committee  have  fixed  the  charge  at  One 
Penny  to  borrowers  from  the  Juvenile  section. 

The  Handbook  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  first  forms  an 
Author  Catalogue,  with  brief  descriptive  notes  on  the  principal 
works,  especially  when  the  latter  are  valuable  as  illustrations  of 
history,  geography,  arts  and  sciences  or  on  the  manners  and 
customs  of  the  inhabitants  of  various  countries,  and  the  second 
part  is  a  Subject  Catalogue,  arranged  in  classified  order 
according  to  the  "  Adjustable  Scheme  "  and  shows  at  a  glance 
the  available  literature  on  any  particular  topic. 


BRANCHES. 

Pentonville  Branch  Library  was  established  in  1900  for  the 
convenience  of  the  residents  and  employees  in  the  northern 
portion  of  Clerkenwell  and  is  situated  at  45,  Penton  Street, 
Pentonville,  and  contains  a  Lending  Library  and  Reading  Room. 
Open  daily  (Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted)  from  12  to 
2  p.m.,  and  5  to  9.30  p.m. 

The  Reading  Room  is  supplied  with  a  number  of  periodicals  and 
newspapers,  and  in  addition  there  is  a  small  collection  of 
Reference  books,  which  readers  may  consult  without  formality. 

The  Lending  Library  contains  about  2,500  volumes  on  many 
subjects  of  interest,  including  a  good  selection  of  novels  by  the 
best  authors. 

St.  Sepulchre  Branch  Library  was  established  in  1904  for  the 
convenience  of  the  residents  and  employees  in  the  Southern  part 
of  the  district,  and  is  situated  at  48,  St.  John  Street,  West 
Smithfield,  and  contains  a  Reading  Room  and  Lending 
Department. 

In  the  Reading  Room,  which  is  open  daily  (Sundays  and  public 
holidays  excepted)  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  are  to  be  found  the 
principal  London  newspapers,  trade  journals,  directories,  and  a 
small  collection  of  Reference  books  which  readers  may  consult 
without  formality.  The  Lending  Library  which  is  open  daily 
from  12.30  to  2.30  and  6  to  8  p.m.,  contains  about  3,000 
volumes  representative  of  all  classes  of  literature,  including  a 
good  selection  of  novels  by  the  best  authors. 

Any  book  catalogued  at  the  Central  Library,  Skinner  Street,  can 
be  obtained  by  borrowers  at  the  Branch  Libraries  by  giving 
one  day's  notice  to  the  Assistant  in  charge. 
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HOW  TO  JOIN  THE  LENDING  LIBRARIES. 


The  method  of  joining  the  Lending  Departments  of  the  Library 
system  is  as  simple  as  is  compatible  with  a  proper  regard  to  the 
safety  of  the  books, 

(a)  Any  person  occupying  a  house,  shop,  or  other  building 
in  the  Borough,  or  any  person  whose  name  appears  in  the  Parlia- 
mentary Register  of  Finsbury  for  the  current  year,  is  entitled  to 
borrow  books  from  the  Libraries  by  simply  signing  a  printed  (pink) 
form  of  application  undertaking  to  abide  by  the  rules  of  the  Library, 
which  includes  making  good  any  loss  or  damage  a  book  may 
sustain  while  in  his  possession. 

A  householder  whose  name  at  the  time  of  application  does  not 
appear  on  the  Parliamentary  Register,  may  join  the  Library  as 
above,  by  showing  at  the  time  of  application,  the  receipt  of  the 
last  payment  of  rates,  or  if  he  or  she  has  not  yet  paid  a  rate,  upon 
production  of  the  rate  demand. 

(b)  Any  person  residing  or  employed  in  the  Borough  is  entitled 
to  borrow  books  by  signing  a  printed  (buff)  form  of  application,  and 
obtaining  the  signature  of  a  householder  as  guarantee  for  the  safe 
return  of  books. 

(c)  Any  teacher  engaged  in  a  Public  Day  School  in  the  Borough 
may  borrow  books  by  simply  signing  a  printed  (pink)  form  of 
application.     No  guarantee  is  required. 

(d)  Any  boy  or  girl  living  in  the  Borough  may  borrow  books  by 
(l)  signing  a  form  of  application  and  obtaining  the  signature  of  a 
householder,  or  (2)  by  obtaining  a  form  of  recommendation  from 
the  principal  of  any  Public  Day  School  in  the  Borough. 

(e)  Any  student  attending  the  Northampton  Institute  may  borrow 
books  by  obtaining  a  form  of  recommendation  from  the  Principal. 

Extra  Tickets.  Borrowers  are  reminded  that  extra  tickets, 
available  for  non-fictional  works  are  issued  after  a  form  has  been 
signed  in  the  usual  way.  By  their  use  readers  may  take  two 
works  at  the  same  time,  a  novel  on  the  ordinary  ticket,  and  a 
volume  from  the  historical,  biographical,  musical,  scientific,  or 
any  other  section  except  Fiction.  Students  and  Teachers 
will  find  this  a  great  convenience.

Application  forms,  duly  signed,  must  be  delivered  to  the  Librarian 
or  his  Assistant,  and  if  on  examination  they  are  found  to  comply  with 
the   rules   and   regulations,   tickets   will    be   issued   on   the  evening 
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following  the  day  of  receipt.  These  tickets  when  issued  will  be 
available  at  any  of  the  Libraries  in  the  Borough.  All  tickets  must 
be  renewed  annually. 

Admission  to  the  Lending  Library  is  obtained  by  the  7)roduction 
of  either  a  book  or  a  Reader's  Ticket,  without  which  no  reader  is 
allowed  to  pass  the  wicket,  nor  is  he  permitted  to  leave  without 
having  the  book  he  has  chosen  entered  or  charged  to  him.  While 
in  the  Library  the  borrower  retains  possession  of  his  ticket,  which  he 
leaves  at  the  Charging  Desk  at  the  exit  when  he  takes  a  book. 

Borrowers  leaving  the  district  or  ceasing  to  use  the  Library  are 
required  to  return  their  tickets  to  the  Librarian  in  order  to  have 
t'hem  cancelled.  Change  of  address  should  be  notified  at  once. 
Immediate  notice  should  be  given  in  the  event  of  a  ticket  being  lost 
as  a  registered  holder  of  a  ticket  is  in  all  cases  held  responsible  for 
books  borrowed  by  its  means. 

Each  borrower  is  entitled  to  two  books  at  a  time,  only  one  of 
which  shall  be  a  work  of  fiction. 

Borrowers  must  return  each  volume  lent  within  fifteen  days, 
including  day  of  issue  and  return,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  Id. 
per  week  or  portion  of  a  week  for  each  volume  lent,  if  not  returned 
within  that  period,  but  the  issue  of  a  book  may  be  renewed  for  a 
further  period  of  fifteen  days,  dating  from  the  day  of  intimation,  on 
notice  being  given  to  the  Librarian  either  personally  or  in  writing. 

Borrowers  who  are  unable  to  obtain  a  particular  non-fictional 
work  and  desire  that  it  shall  be  retained  for  them  on  its  return,  must 
give  its  title,  number,  etc.,  to  the  Assistant,  and  pay  Id.  to  cover  cost 
of  posting  an  intimation  that  it  is  available  for  issue,  but  no  book 
will  be  reserved  beyond  the  period  mentioned  in  the  notice  sent. 
Novels  cannot  be  reserved  under  this  rule. 

Books  should  be  examined  for  mutilations,  etc.,  at  the  time  of 
issue,  as  the  last  borrower  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition 
in  which  a  book  is  returned. 

Lost  Books. — If  a  book  is  lost  by  a  borrower  he  will  be  charged 
the  price  paid  by  the  Library  for  the  book.  When  a  volume  of  a 
work  in  two  or  more  volumes  is  lost,  an  endeavour  will  be  made  to 
procure  a  single  volume  to  replace  the  one  lost.  If  this  cannot  be 
done,  the  Librarian  will  be  compelled  to  charge  the  price  of  the 
entire  set,  and  the  borrower  will  be  given  all  but  the  volume  needed 
to  complete  the  set. 

Contaj^fious  Diseases. — No  person  shall  borrow  a  book  for  use 
in  any  house  in  which  there  is  a  person  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease,  nor  shall  return  any  book  which  has  been  exposed  to 
infection,  but  shall  at  once  give  notice  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  leave  the  book  at  his  office  or  hand  it  over  to  a  Sanitary- 
Inspector  acting  on  his  behalf.

Readers  meeting  with  any  difficulty  are  requested  to  consult  the 
Librarian  or  his  Assistants,  who  will  be  pleased  to  explain  the 
arrangement  and  location  of  books  or  to  render  any  aid  to  students 
and  others  in  search  of  information. 

Residents  finding  themselves  faced  with  a  question  they  are 
unable  to  answer,  and  on  which  they  desire  enlightenment,  are 
advised  to  make  a  note  of  the  subject  and  then  call  at  the  Reference 
Library  where  Encyclopaedias,  Dictionaries  of  Languages, 
Historical  reference  works,  Atlases  and  all  kinds  of  working 
reference  books  can  be  freely  consulted  without  formality. 

Recommendations  of  Books  for  Purchase. — Readers  desiring 
a  certain  book  or  books  to  be  added  to  the  Library  should  give  the 
title  or  titles  to  the  Librarian  for  the  consideration  of  the  Books 
Sub-Committee.  Slips  on  which  such  recommendations  may  be 
written  are  kept  at  the  Lending  Library  Counter.

FINSBURY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LECTURES. 

The  Finsbury  Library  Lecture  movement  dates  from  1907,  its 
object  being  to  stimulate  reading  of  useful  and  instructive  books, 
and  to  foster  a  closer  relationship  between  the  institution  and  its 
frequenters. 

After  being  carried  on  for  three  seasons,  and  most  successfully 
from  every  point  of  view,  this  educational  feature  of  the  Com- 
mittee's work  had  to  be  abandoned,  owing  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  upholding  the  action  of  the  District  Auditor  in  his  contention 
that  expenditure  out  of  the  library  rate  for  lecture  expenses  was 
illegal. 
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Twenty-two  of  these  lectures  were  delivered,  attracting  an 
audience  of  11,000,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Auditor  should 
take  such  a  restricted  view  of  the  Public  Library  Acts  in  prohibiting 
the  expenditure  of  ;^10  by  the  Libraries  Committee  to  provide 
facilities  for  the  educative  recreation  of  residents  in  the  Borough. 

When  the  Libraries  Committee  found  themselves  confronted 
with  this  difficulty  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  sub-committee  to 
formulate  a  scheme  for  their  continuance  as  a  voluntary  undertaking, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  a  Library  Lectures  Committee  has 
been  formed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  organising  the  lectures,  the 
incidental  expenses  being  borne  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
members  of  the  Borough  Council  and  of  the  Libraries  Committee, 
in  sympathy  with  the  principle  of  Library  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  Committee  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of 
tendering  an  expression  of  their  cordial  thanks  to  these  gentle- 
men, and  also  to  the  lecturers,  for  the  very  kind  manner  in  which 
they  have  responded  to  the  Committee's  appeal  by  delivering  the 
lectures  without  any  remuneration. 

Mr.  Councillor  Putterill  has  placed  the  Lectures  Committee  under 
deep  obligation  by  providing  the  lantern  and  illustrating  the 
Lectures  throughout  the  session  free  of  expense.  The  Committee 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  his  services. 

Five  lectures  have  been  delivered  under  the  re-organised  scheme. 
The  total  attendance  was  1,205  or  an  average  of  241  for  each  lecture.

CLASSIFICATION   AND    ARRANGEMENT   OF   BOOKS. 

The  system  of  Classification  in  use  previous  to  1912  was  known 
as  the  Adjustable  Classification  and  was  adopted  in  1898,  but 
owing  to  its  inadequate  treatment  of  important  subjects,  and  the 
fact  that  it  had  long  past  reached  its  limits  of  adjustability,  made  it 
absolutely  necessary  to  provide  some  new  and  comprehensive 
scheme  of  arrangement. 
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After  experimenting  with  the  various  methods  at  present  in  use, 
the  Dewey  Decimal  System  was  ultimately  selected.  Its  adoption 
has  this  practical  advantage,  that  it  is  the  system  in  use  in  the 
majority  of  libraries,  and  forms  as  it  were  a  common  language, 
whereby  the  resources  of  one  library  may  be  readily  compared  with 
those  of  another. 

This  benefit  will  be  appreciated  by  borrowers  engaged  in  the 
district,  but  residing  in  other  parts  of  London  ;  since  by  this  means 
they  can  ascertain  what  books  each  library  possesses  on  any  definite 
subject  which  they  may  be  investigating. 

The  whole  of  the  subjects  on  which  books  have  been  written  are 
divided  into  classes,  and  a  number  fixed  to  each.  There  are  ten 
main  divisions,  and  these  in  their  turn  are  again  divided  into  ten, 
and  these  once  more  into  ten,  so  that  altogether  there  are  1,000 
sections  in  the  whole  scheme.  By  adding  a  decimal  point  each 
section  may  be  made  capable  of  further  sub-division  to  any  extent. 

It  is  not  essential  that  borrowers  should  trouble  to  master  the 
Classification.  A  free  use  of  the  index  provided  with  this  Hand- 
book, will,  it  is  thought,  meet  all  requirements.  If  more  detailed 
information  is  required,  a  copy  of  the  Decimal  Classification  may 
be  consulted  at  the  Charging  Desks.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
Relative  Subject  Index  at  the  end  where  subjects  are  arranged  in 
one  alphabet,  followed  by  the  Class  number  of  each. 

Borrowers  should  note  that  this  Index  not  only  refers  them  to  the 
place  in  which  books  upon  a  subject  are  located,  but  to  the 
Classification  in  which  that  subject  finds  its  logical  place — thus 
books  on  Mathematics  will  be  found  at  510  ;  on  Arithmetic  at  511  ; 
on  Algebra  at  512  ;  on  Geometry  at  513  ;  on  Trigonometry  at  514  ; 
and  so  on. 

Certain  liberties  have  been  taken  with  Professor  Dewey's  scheme 
in  the  arrangement  of  classes  8  and  9.  It  was  thought  to  be  more 
convenient  to  collect  all  poems,  drama,  essays,  and  other  works  of 
pure  literature  and  arrange  them  in  one  alphabetical  sequence, 
rather  than  distribute  them  under  the  names  of  the  countries 
to  which  their  authors  belonged.  This  also  applies  to  History  and 
Travel.  Topography  and  History  being  nearly  akin,  almost 
invariably  touch  one  upon  the  other,  and  it  is  of  advantage  that  all 
books  upon  each  country  should  be  found  in  one  place,  these  works 
have  therefore  been  located  together.

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REPORT    ON    THE    WORK    OF    THE 
LIBRARIES 

FOR   THE    YEAR    ENDED    MARCH  31st,  1912. 


During  the  year  under  review  much  activity  has  been  displayed 
in  effecting  improvements  in  the  general  equipment  of  the  Libraries. 
A  most  important  change  has  been  introduced  in  the  Central 
Lending  Department.  The  old  method  of  classifying  the  books 
has  been  superseded  by  a  more  extended  and  exhaustive  scheme 
known  as  the  Dewey  Decimal  Classification,  and  this  reform  has 
been  carried  out  without  in  any  way  restricting  the  privileges  of  the 
borrowers. 

Stock. — 930  volumes  were  added  during  the  year,  of  which  297 
were  placed  in  the  Reference,  533  in  the  Lending,  46  in  the 
Juvenile  Department,  25  in  the  Pentonville  Branch,  and  29  in  the 
St.  Sepulchre  Branch.  There  are  now  9,361  volumes  in  the 
Reference  Departments,  22,553  in  the  Lending  Departments,  and 
2,698  in  the  Juvenile 
distributed  as  follows  :—

Replacements. — 267  volumes  have  been  purchased  to  replace 
popular  works  of  fiction  which  through  constant  use  had  become 
unfit  for  turther  circulation,  while  9  were  lost  or  damaged  by 
borrowers,  and  new  copies  purchased  at  their  expense.

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Reference  Libraries. — The  popularity  of  the  Reference  Depart- 
ments attached  to  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  is  growing 
rapidly.  The  number  of  books  consulted  during  the  period  under 
review  was  82,639  as  against  75,996,  an  increase  of  6,643  over  the 
previous  year. 

Binding  and  Repairs. — 874  volumes  have  been  rebound  during 
the  year,  whilst  minor  repairs  to  the  books  in  the  various  depart- 
ments have  been  executed  by  the  staff. 

Borrowers. — Tickets  have  been  issued  to  3,635  during  the  year. 
Of  these  923  represent  Juveniles. 

Book  Issues  and  Readers. — The  total  number  of  volumes  issued 
was  180,186 — 82,639  were  for  Reference,  97,547  for  home  reading, 
including  16,869  Juvenile  books — of  which  140,965  were  issued 
from  the  Central  Library,  10,226  from  the  Pentonville  Branch,  and 
28,995  from  the  St.  Sepulchre  Branch,  classified  as  follows : —

This  shows  a  slight  decrease  of  4,702  volumes  as  compared  with 
last  year,  the  figures  being  180,186  and  184,188  respectively.  The 
section  in  which  the  largest  decrease  is  shown  is  that  of  Prose 
Fiction,  which  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of 
volumes  in  this  section  are  worn  out  and  require  replacing. 

The  daily  average  issue  was  593,  as  against  599  volumes  in 
1910-11.  The  issue  of  Fiction  stands  at  the  comparatively  low 
percentage  of  39  to  the  whole  of  the  books  circulated,  as  against 
43  per  cent,  during  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  books  referred  to,  which  have  been  classified  in 
the  foregoing  table,  by  no  means  represent  the  whole  of  the  work 
executed.  The  issue  of  quarterly,  monthly  and  weekly  periodicals 
which  are  placed  in  the  various  Reading  Rooms  attached  to  the 
Libraries  is  estimated  at   121,600.     To  this  must  be  added  60,800 
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consultations  of  Directories,  &c.  These  combined  figures  make  a 
grand  total  of  362,586  books  and  periodicals  issued  during  the  past 
year,  and  this  apart  from  the  enormous  number  of  persons  who 
visited  the  Libraries  to  consult  or  read  the  various  newspapers. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  maintained  their  popu- 
larity during  the  period  under  review,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
390,868  visits  were  made,  a  daily  average  of  1,286. 

Sunday  Attendance. — The  Central   Reading  Room  was  open  on 
Sundays  3  to  9  p.m.,  from  October  to  May  inclusive.

Donations. — The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  cordially 
tendered  to  the  numerous  donors  for  various  gifts  of  books, 
periodicals,  local  prints,  &c.,  received  during  the  year. 

Local  Collection. — The  Committee  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  of  inviting  the  co-operation  of  residents  in  the  Borough 
in  building  up  the  Local  Section.  Donations  of  books,  maps, 
photographs,  old  deeds  or  other  documents  relating  to  Clerkenwell, 
Charterhouse,  St.  Sepulchre  and  St.  Luke's,  also  works  of  authors 
connected  with  the  Borough  of  Finsbury  will  be  much  appreciated. 

Concerning  the  history  of  the  Borough,  the  Library  already 
possesses  a  vast  amount  of  material,  and  it  is  only  the  pressure  of 
more  urgent  matters  which  prevents  the  issue  of  a  special  catalogue 
of  the  local  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  drawings,  &c.,  so  zealously 
collected   from    the   foundation   of   the   Library,  and   which   would 
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afford  the  greatest  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  a  very  large  number 
of  residents. 

Catalogues. — The  stock  of  catalogues  has  been  exhausted  tor 
some  years,  and  in  order  to  maintain  the  popularity  of  the  Libraries 
it  is  essential  that  the  printing  of  new  catalogues  be  put  in  hand  as 
early  as  possible.  It  is  suggested  that  this  should  take  the  form  of 
Class  Lists  of  the  various  sections  as  being  more  economical  and 
better  suited  to  modern  requirements. 

Lectures. — The  Lectures  Committee  report  that  through  their 
efforts  1,500  persons  have  been  entertained  during  the  past  winter 
at  no  cost  to  the  Library  rate. 

It  may  be  of  mterest  to  state  that  the  Finsbury  Library  Lecture 
movement  dates  from  1907,  and  after  being  carried  on  most 
successfully  for  three  seasons,  this  educational  feature  of  the 
Committee's  work,  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  upholding  the  action  of  the  District  Auditor  in 
his  contention  that  expenditure  out  of  the  Library  rate  for  lecture 
expenses  was  illegal. 

When  the  Libraries  Committee  found  themselves  confronted 
with  this  difficulty  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  sub-committee  to 
formulate  a  scheme  for  their  continuance  as  a  voluntary  undertaking, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  a  Library  Lectures  Committee  has 
been  formed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  organising  the  lectures,  the 
incidental  expenses  being  borne  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
members  of  the  Borough  Council  and  of  the  Libraries  Committee, 
in  sympathy  with  the  principle  of  Library  Lectures. 

The  Lecture  Committee  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of 
tendering  an  expression  of  their  cordial  thanks  to  these  gentlemen, 
and  also  to  the  lecturers,  for  the  very  kind  manner  in  which  they 
have  responded  to  the  Committee's  appeal  by  delivering  the  lectures 
without  any  remuneration.  The  Committee  also  feel  that  they  are 
deeply  indebted  to  the  Borough  Council  for  the  free  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  which  has  rendered  the  Lectures  possible. 

Mr.  Councillor  Putterill  has  placed  the  Lectures  Committee 
under  deep  obligation  by  providing  the  .lantern  and  illustrating  the 
Lectures  throughout  the  session  free  of  expense.  The  Committee 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  his  services.
